Summary of Invention 

The Divisible filter cigarette overcomes these obstacles as no additional tools or uooommon 
dexterity is required It ^ypears to be a king-sized cigarette with a filter at both ends and a sco^ 
area m the middle allowing the consumer to either snap oflfthe extra filter {and thus have a 
traditional length dgaiette) or to snap it in half o£Gsring the consumer two equal but faalf-lengm 
fitedgarcttes. Such a cigarette iaoooslnicied from a hatf^ 
tobacco rod (• for dcfinitiottpurpoaes 'lobaooo rod" rete to a 6.1mm 
tobacco wnqiped in cLgarettepc^ier. The specific dunensionsofdie tobacco rod and filters will 
vary aceoidmg to preferences of the dgaiette manuficturm who wish to i^ 
invention into ^ product line.), a second filter and two scored dgarette paper strips (or 
dgawtlB tape) scored in sudi a way as to aUow the cwmection to be easily snapped apart cle^ 
1^ the consumer. These scored cigarette pj^)er strips are used to secure the half-lcugA filler 
cigarette to the tobacco rod and the aforementioned tobacco rod to the second filter.

Detailed Description of Invention 

la the particularly versatiie embodiment of the invention illustrated, the Divisible Filter Cigarette 
appeals to diifo fiom a traditional Idng-sized dg^^ 

&tal end and there is a scored paper bisecting the dgantte*^^^^ It is constructed fiom a half- 
length dgarette (22mm filter; 3.05mm tobacco rod = 5.25mmX a second half-length tobacco tod 
(3.05mm); a second filter (2.2mm) and two scored but non-palent strips of cigarette paper or 
t8pe.(Fig.2) 

The tobacco rod is attached to the filter using one of the pieces of scored cigarette tape (Fig.2, 
Fig.2.1) The resulting half-length dgarette is attached to the oflwr half-length cigarette with the 
second piece ofscored cigarette tape (Fig.2). Iliis is done by connecting the two open ends of 
the half cigarettes so that the two filters are at the extranities (FigJ, Fig.4). 

alternative method ofassembly could be based upon paiem 124MM was originally 

intended to produce a double-length cigarette (^jproximately 13,55nmi) which would be 
mechanically split in half to form two Ml length filter cigarettes prior to packaging. By 
changing the overall length to ^^proximately 10.5mm (6Jnmi bdng the tobacco rod) indudir^ 
bofii filters (2.2mm each), the product coukl be severed at if s midpoint and at the juncture of the 
secoodfilter. It woidd then be abvadb^ aligned and so could he easily i^cc^^ 
cigmtte tape as desciibed above.
